THE Fifteenth ‘Amendment seems 
to be a failure. It will, never be 
adopted. In proposing such ascheme, 
' the Radical party repudiated their 
platform, which denies the existence 
of any right to interfere with suffrage 
in the loyal States, The Fifteenth 
Amendment proposes to take away the 
rights of the States which the Radical 
platform sacred. But thi- 
glaring and shameless inconsistency 
was disregarded, and it was sought to 
push the Amendment through Con- 
gress and through Legislatures before 
the Legislatures could adjourn, aud 
the Amendment or its supporters could 
in any way come under+the condemni- 
tion of the people. Notwitbsiand- 
ing al! this trickery the proposed 
Amendment has gone up. We are 
rejoiced at the fact. While we 
favor universal suffrage, we have 
never desired to see this great measure 
of pacification accomplished by a sacri- 
fice of the reserved rights of the States. 
‘he Government of the United States 
is a derivative government, a govern- 
ment of delegated powers. The prin- 
ciples on which this Government is 
‘based establish the right of the people 
of the States to control their own 
affairs. The people of the United 
States created this Government. It is 
Government of States, sovereign in 
all respects, except as the pro- 
ple of, the. -seyeral States bave sur- 
rendered thei¥ powers to the general 
Government, by express con- 
tract, in_ the Federal Constitution. 
When the general Government atserts 
how the States shall exercise rights 
they have never susfendered,: it as- 
sumes the attitude of usurpa- 
tion. This proposed amendment 
is the entering wedge by which 
the cardinal features of the Govy- 
ernment are to be overthrown, and 
all power and authorify merged in a 
centralized government. States have 
existed and may exist without.a writ- 
ten constitution. The general Govern- 
ment clothed” With | 
but a few powers, which the 
general .welfure , requires should be 
in one hand—and the fewer fhey are, 
the better. It is also requisite that 
the the individualntates, 
poss} inherent and nét de- 
rived from the central Goverement, 
Since otherwise they are liable to be 
speedily recalled by the authority 
which bestowed them in the ordinary 
course of legislation. A’ goverument 
for the United States formed upen any 
other theory cannot be depended upon 
to preserve either justice or liberty.

Business continues dull alike in finan- 
cial and mercantile circles and affords 
scarcely any feature ofa noteworthy char- 
acter. Since our last report there has 
been some shipping demand for shelled 
corn, and several small orders for cotton 
from Eastern sources, including two for 
200 bales each, are reported, but the limit 
was such as to prevent operators getting 
into the market to any great extent, The 
weekly report from Liverpool gives sales 
for the week at 47,000 bales of which 3,000 
were taken by speculators and 8,000 by ex- 
porters; stock on hand 319,000 bales, of 
which 145,000 are American; afloat, 425,000 
bales of which 152,000 are fAmerican. If 
these figures be correct, as there is some 
Aoubt, an increase of 83,000 bales in the 
general stock on hand is apparent, as com- 
pared with last week, adding to which the 
sales of the week, the increase would be 
equal to 120,000 bales. The amount at sea is 
25,000 bales less, In the supply of American 
there is an increase of 37,000 bales on the 
spot and decrease of only 8,000 bales at 
sea, which makes the increase equal to 
29,000 bales, in this description. In the 
general stock on hand and afloat there 
seems tobe jan increase of 58,000 bales. 
Some factors contended that the stock on 
hand is 219,000 bales but this is improba- 
ble as some increase was looked for, 
though not so much of an increaseas is 
indjeated In the figures received by tele- 
graph. Accepting them as correct, forthe

New York market was easier and active, 
sales being 3,600 bales, chiefly to exporters 
and spinners, Uplands were 284(@28\¢c. 
The stock in New York is 92,000 bales, ac- 
cording to dispatches received. In New 
Orleans on Wednesday the stock was 126,- 
000 bales. Our stock was counted to-day 
by Captain Trask, Secretary of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and found to be 23,932 
bales or 4,113 bales in excess of the amount 
called for in the running statement, This 
announcement will probably have a de- 
pressing effect on the market, espe- 
cially as many holders thought the 
amount of cotton called in 
the running statement was several 
thousand bales above the reality. The 
discrepancy is due to the fact that the cot- 
ton coming in by wagons and ferry has to 
be estimated, The excess is of course ad- 
ded to the receipts, asthe export figures 
are correct. Our receipts for the season to 
date, therefore, are 231,384 bales, against 
245,553 bales for the corresponding period 
in 1867-8.
